Suleiman was reported 
to have...re-victualled the place for a 
year,. but its capitulation within two 
or three months of his departure must 
throw some doubt on the accuracy of that 
statement, ‘The capitulation of the place 
can have little or no effect on the course 
of events in B is, The, Russians 
were not engaged in any way in the 
siogo of the: place, nor is its capitulation 
likely to be followed by the. march ofa 
Montenegro force to the scene of hosti- 
lities in Bulgaria. -It is rather singular 
that Turkey should have seen fit tospare 


a considerable army andcone of her }- 


ablest generals for the relief of Niksios 
while preparing to wage war with Russia. 
Had Suleiman Pachs and his army re- 
mained nearer Constantinople the proba- 
bility is he vould have had no occasion 
to remain idle with a large army on the 
Constantinople side of the Balkang— 
simply because the Russians would not 
have been permitted to occupy so easily 
and quietly the mountain passes, At 
Plevna the Russians appear to be con- 
tented with holding the Turks in cheok. 
From Plevns to Biela a nearly straight 
road:runs right across the Russian line 
of communications, The Turkish army at 
Plevna is endeavouring - to ‘traverse this 
road from the west end, while one of the 
lateat telegrams states that another Tur- 
kish force isadvancing from Rasgrad to 
Biels probably with the object of entering 
the same road from the east, . If this pro- 
gramime could: be carried out, the two 
Turkish armies would meet in’-the mid- 
dle, somewhore in the neighbourhood of 


.| Bulgarini, the present head-quarters of 


the Russian army. At Plevna, however, 
the Russians bave apparently consttuct- 
ed extensive field works to cheok the 
advance of the Turks, and doubtless the 
Ottoman fore advancing on Biela willalso 
have most formidable, if not insurmount- 
able, obstacles‘placed in their way. ‘The 
Russians must keep open their commu- 
nications or evacuate Bulgaria, . Accdrd- 
ing to the latest telegrams tho. Turkish 
army at Pleyna has regularly laid siege 
to the Ruwian entrenchments and re- 
doubts harring their advance, a “ furious 
cannonade ” being in--progress. The 
road from Plevna to Biela is about sixty. 
or seventy miles in length, “We shall 
probably shortly hear of a heavy engage- 
ment either in the neighbourhood of 


| Biela or Plerna—posaibly both. .

The adjourned inquest on the body of 
Yip-Atal, a girl 7 or 8 years of ago who 
dled of strangulation after having first been- 
-ylolated, waa resumed this afternoon (18th

Sergeant King was examined, He de- 
posed to receiving a report from a Chinese: 
Lokong, he proceeded to. the spot where 
the child was found. It was quite dead;

THE LATE SiR JAMSETJEE JEEJEEBHOY. 

Bpeaking ata crowded meeting held at 
Bombay to dscide upon some steps for 
perpetuating the memory of the late Sir 
Jamsetjee dJojecbhoy, the Governor of 
"Bombay (Sir Richard Temple) said ;—. 

Gentlemon,—I presume that when I 
accept the office of your chairman, which 
office I have just undertaken, that it is ex- 
pooted I should offer a few remarks by way 
of commencing the proceedings of this 
afternoon, Now, gentlemen, I have had 
particular pleasure in coming down from 
the Deccan to attend this meeting, because 
the name of Sir. Jamsetjeo Jejoabhoy bap- 
pens to have been familiar to me from my 
very childhood. (Uheers.) It may be 
within your knowled,o that one of my dis- 


tloguisbed predecessors, Sir James Rivett-: 


Osrnac, was my unole. Ho was extremely 
well acqualntad with the first Sir Jamsotjoo 
Tejeebhoy, and I recollect that whon I was 
aboy my unde used to show mo letters 
written by Sle Jamnetjee Jejacbhoy-—and 
very good handwriting it’ was, and well 
expressed, letters they were—-and he used 
to explain them to me to show the high 
standard of ability, virtue and integrity 
which could be attained by the: native 
gentlemen of India. I remember that that 
made a great impression on my mind at 
the time—my youthful mind,—but I little 
thought that the whirligig of time would 
bring about the circumstances of to-day, 
pnd that 1 should preside at a meeting 
called to do honour to the son of that very 
Sir Jamsetje: Jejoebhoy. You will under- 
stand, then, that [ take what may be called 
an hereditary interest in the welfare and 
honour of the Jamsetjeo family. Now, 
gentlemen, Iwill not attempt to forestall 
the learned and eloquent speech which will 
doubtless be. made by my hoifourable col- 
league, Mr Gibbs, on the fvrorth’of ‘the 
second Sir Jamsetjeo Tojesbity, but I will 
mention a plain fact, lhave before moa 
list which I have obtained of the subscrip- 
tions and donations made by the late 
Baronet during bis life-time, and which 
shows a total amount of R2,77,000(cheers) 
—say in round numbers £27,000 sterling. 
That, I think, iso large sum for any one 
gentleman tohave given for public charities. 
Foremost in that list stands the Deccan 
College. . The College haa been constructed 
at great expense, and with considerable 


“architectural effect in the good city of 


Poona, ‘and |t fulfils what is always a great 


| want in our educational inatitutiona ; that 


is, it provide: dwelling-places, dormitories, 
studies, -ani recreatlon-rooms for tho. 
students, . You are aware, gentlemen, 


feel in sending their sons away from home 
to college, is to find places where the 
young men can reside. “The genefal rule 
is that they have often to reside by them- 
selves, without the supervision of their pa- 
renta, in the midst of the temptations of a 
great city, This would have been a great 
drawback toa college in a city like Poona, 
and it is an instance of the foresight as well 
as of the generosity of the late Sir Jamset- 


expense au institution that would fulfil that 
want and obviate that difficulty. But 
besides that, which it should be remembered 
is not only for the Parsee community, but 
for the Gindoos of the Deccan—there

worthily full his pane. He will not only 
succeed to the title of his grandfather and 
his father, bat will also, maintain to him 
and. his posterity the memory of theic 
virtue and sccomplishments. (Cheers).

everything that is: brave and virtuous, 
Then, again, think of your nation, the very 


nation of whick you are almost the pole. 


deecohlants. | What eplendid names i} hia 
given, to. history. You may remember thot 
whon the thah.of Persia recently visited 
England, be was looked upon with a degre 
of mystery, because many. believed that le 
was tho real muccesaor of Darius and Xerxes, 
Now, perhaps ach names as Darius and 
Xerxes are not such’ as you may be proud 
of. -Thoy did not represent the valour and 
enterprise of which anciont ‘Asiatica were 


capable. ‘They fell inglorlouely after ruin- 


ing the kiugdoms entrusted to them. But 
can you forget the names of such sovereigas 
as dJamshked, Feroodin,.Menuchihir, and 
bl (Choers,) You cannot forget then, 
They extended the kingdom, civilized the 
land, covered it canals and water: 
courses, and established great political 
institutions for the benefit of thelr people. 
A great deal of this is recorded in tradition 
only ;“but coma to later times—times of 
which we have suthentle records, Como 
to the timo of Axdeshir, Shapoor, and 
Nowshirwan. These names, too, may bo 
truly-frespeoted as being amongat the fore- 
most Henefactora of the human race, and 
every well-born Parsee may proudly think 
that -he belongs to the race and nationality 
of these most honourable aud historic men, 
Another remark I would impress upon you 
is this; when you read sud kn as the 
Shoh.Namoh, whioh in really the principal 
record wo have of the ancient Persian kinge, 
you will see that your heroes are always 
described as having gone through a series of 
laboura and trials, ‘There are the soven 
trials of Rustam ; and the.seven trials of 
Isfendiar, You. read how Rustam, wn 
atcompanied in the denert, faced various 
dangers,, He fasted in the forest, he 
entered a den of monsters, ‘and he faced. the 
sorcerers, which was the hardest trial of all, 
Then, too, Isfendiar encountered first o 
mighty wolf, then the lion, and finally the 
dragon. Thege, no doubt though fables, aro 
allegories, and are derived from traditions 
of labours and triels which wore undergone 
by the veritable Rustomjee and the veritable 
Isfondior, real parsonal-herocs of anoint 
days, and heroes of your-race and lineage. 
These stories, too, come down from your 
ancestors for your learning and instruction. 
Do not think, Parsee gentlemen, that you 
are never called upon in modern times to 
go through your troubles and trials as did 
Rustam and Isfendiar. Do not believe that, 
Depend upon it, that, like Rustam and 
Isfondiar, each one of you will have to go 
through his seven trials . I do. not spoak 
of great ocossions of war, or. rebellion, or 
political convulsion. ‘Ido not even speak of 
times of trouble, such as we are now 
undergoing, bat f would say to you, Paroo 
citizens, that you may each have trials to 
undergo. in ordinary peaceful times for, tho 
benefit of your native city. Remember 
that. this are to a stranger, is a city of 

alaces and beautiful buil ne But jou 
know, and.1 know, that behind these splen- 
did buildings there lurks a great deal of 
misery, squalor, and vice, 60 that often we 
my doubt whether it is not a whitened 
sepulchre. Now, gentlemen, you may, like 
Rustam and Isfondiar, have your. seyoral 
trials in doing what you can to removo all 
these evila, I speak of ordinary times, 
What good each one of you may do, not by 
relieving distress indisoriminately, but bya 
properly. organised syateni of charity ! Then, 
there are wanted hospitals for the sick, 
curable and incurable, for the care and 
tending of which there is st present so 
scanty an. accommodation, Again, flow 
much may be done'to prevent the ravagos 
of diseases, contagious and others, which 
are truly the scourges of the human rico 
How much, too, you can do to -assist the 


authorities in that direction. _Then how 


ruch you can do in the crowded parts of 
the city; where the people are huddled, 
crowded, herded together in a way which is. 
not only destructive’ of health, but of 


tcommon deconcy. If you, rich Parseos, wish 


to do anything to prevent this, build model 
lodging-houses, build. cottages, so that 
the orowds who flock up by tens of thou- 
sands to the industries of thia great city 
may liye in comfort, health, and decenoy. 
Then, besides these, how much you may 
do by providing primary schools close to 
the homes of the poor, viclons, and negleot- 
ed; ao that even the commonest poople 
may have-a chance of acquiring a certaln 
amount of knowledge. Another important 
want is reformatories for: those who ato 
living ‘a life: of vioa and ignorance which 
can only lead to'crime, Theae-ara the seven 
Jabours which modern Parscos~like Rus- 
tim and Isfendiar—have got to undergo. 
Then, goutlemen, you ate perhaps ayare 
that all we phe ar used to learn in our 
schoolboy days from Berodotua, that the 
ancient Persians were taught three things 1, 
first, to tame wild-horses} secondly, to 
shoot the bow and arrow ; and, thirdly, to

Pertians try to pre- 
serve the chara:ter of baving physical 
activity -and’ moral truthfulness, — Then 
again—=if [ am not-fotiguing you by so 
ferences to yotr antlent bis ory—thare is 
one beautifitl story inthe Shah Namah; to 
ke to refer,’ You may 
remember how Mal, son of Shaum, was 
disliked ‘by ‘his parents, and was exposed. 
by them and loft to die in-the m uniaino 
of Ulbure in the north of Persia! how he 
was tended by that wonderful bird,. thd 
Semurgh, how it tended him when bo was 
unable to take caro of himself, saved-him 
from all the. dangers: which: . surrounded 
bim, and ultimately inet him babk to his 
parents, When the bird tres henge 
it addrensed these words to him, which I

‘ornment, . Now, genileman Paraees, let mo 
remind you that when your ancestors were 


conquered by the hosts of Islam (I any this | 
with. all deference to the Mabomedan | 


gentlemen present), they fought boldly for 
their ancient religion, for the pure falth of 
Zoroaster. Some of their doctrines are 
thoroughly well understood by Christiana. 
Their faith taught that.our bodios rise again 
after death to givo'an account to-God of 
the good and evi] done by us in life, That 
was the religion for which they fought, 
which mortal contest has been rendered by 
‘the poet Moore. familiar to all lovers of 
literature. After that heroie conduct a 
little band came to. Diu, in the Gulf of 
Cambay, They left there and were tompost- 
toased on thelr way to Sanjan. Of course, 
you know what concessions. they had to 
make to tha Rajah, Jadeo Rana: how they 
were never again to apeak the Persian 
language, and how they had to profesa to 
be worshippers of the cow. Then. they 
swere attacked by their old eneinies, the 
Mahomedans,.and slaughtered or driven 
out, Then we read bow at last they carried 
the sacred: fire to Nowsaree and set it at 
Oodwarra, where it still burns, and will 
continually burn, Well, after all these 
triala and vicissitudes, thoy spread to 
Bombay and came under the <egis of the 
British Government, which appears to have 
that mysterious power whioh the ancients 
attributed to the bird Semurgh. Since then 
you have been for tvo hundred years under 
that rule, You have multiplied enormoualy. 
You were a fow hundred whon you ‘first 
came to India, a fey thousands whon the 
British first came; now you are upwards of 
two hundred thoussnd, not far from 6 
quarter of a million, so that in three 
gonerations you have increased fifty-fold, 
and if you calonlato, wealth, rank and in- 
telligence, you haveincreased one hundred- 
fold or one thousand-fold, (Loud cheers. 
Tt seoms.to me that for this safety an 
prosperity you havo to thank the British 
Government, (Hear, hear.) India has beon 
your mountain of Blburz, and what’ the 
Somurgh in the fablo was to Zal, s0 has the 
British Government been to you (enthusi- 
astfo cheers) ; aud what claim for gratitude 
the Semurgh had upon Zal, that very claim 
has the British Government. upon your 
loyalty. . Then, gentlemen, “remember 
within this period, say within tho last 
one hundred years of British rule, what 
a number of dittinguished names of 
Parseea have beon mentioned in the 
history of the times, auch as the Oamas, 
the Wadias, the Dorabjeea, the Dadabhoys, 
the Cowasjees, And here lot mo mention 
Sir Cowasjeo’ Jehangior. Thore is a self. 
made man, who by his bright. example 
shows that the principle which actttated the 
first Sir Jamaetjee Jejoobhoy still survives 
in living Parnees, 1 think 1¢ just to men- 
tion him, as I know. he is prevented by 
sickness from boing here to do honour to 
his departed friead, Another point I would 
like to mention is, that among tho labours 
which the Shah Namah tells us these beroes 
wont through, there is this, that they over- 
camo.the sorcerers, That I underatand to 
mean they overcame tho temptations of 
wealth, * erebubas lucury, and social popul- 
arity. Rustam, though himself the son of 
an illustrious father, nevertheless works as 
though he had beon born the sdn of the 
humblost peasaut. So it should be with 
you. Remombor that it will not do for 
men, the aons of distinguished fathers, to 
rest on their fathors’ Iaurels. They must 
work as their fathors did, if the family 
name is to be proserved in honour, Lastly, 
let me entreat you, though belonging toa 
distinct race, yat le} me entreat you to live 
not only in. peace, but in cordiality, with 
your Hindoo- and Mahomedan fellow- 
subjects, ‘Romember that the researches of 
distinguished philosophers like the Fronch- 
man Auquetil du Perron and the German 
Martin Haug, show clearly tho intimate 
connection there Is betweon your ancient 
religion and that of the Hindoo: between 
the ancient Vedas and the Zend Avesta. 
You are both Aryans from the same part of 
Asia, Remembor, too, that the first person 
who gave you a hospitable reception when 
you left your native courtry..was the 
Hindoo Rajah Jadeo Rana, Let mo also 
entreat you, as you all live under the 
protecting cagis' of the same empreas, to for- 
get your ancient coniests with the 
ahomedans, and. bury in the grave of 


forgetfulness all old animosities. Remember™ 


there is between you both one. peculiar tie. 
It 4s this ; the Shah Namah, which contains 
the records of the ancient kings of Persia, 
was written by a Mahomedan. (Hear, hear.) 
Firdoseo, the author of that aplc poem, was 
perhaps the groatest of all Asiatio pouts, 
and be was tho servant of a Mahomedan 
king. Had it not been for him the memory 
of the old Porslan kings would have been
